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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council 
of  Bellingham  : 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  ending  31st  December,  1962. 

I have  again  to  record  little  change  in  the  social  conditions 
of  the  District,  and  it  appears  unlikely  that  any  noticeable 
change  will  take  place  in  the  near  future.  The  area  is  very 
large,  with  a small  but  stable  population,  and  with  no  major 
industries  except  farming  and  forestry.  The  countryside  is 
of  great  beauty  and  of  historic  interest,  but  while  these 
qualities  attract  visitors  the  isolation  does  not  attract  new 
industry  or  permanent  residents. 

Although  the  population  is  virtually  stable,  it  contains 
a satisfactory  proportion  of  young  people,  and  the  birth  rate 
is  close  to  the  national  average.  The  infant  mortality  rate,  a 
useful  guide  to  social  conditions,  is  only  half  the  national  rate, 
but  the  figure  for  one  year,  based  on  a relatively  small 
number  of  births,  is  not  of  special  significance.  The  general 
death  rate  is  again  below  the  average  for  England  and  Wales, 
and  there  was  a high  average  age  at  death.  Diseases  of  the  heart 
and  circulation  accounted  for  the  majority  of  deaths  and  it 
is  noteworthy  that,  apart  from  one  case  of  pneumonia,  there 
were  no  deaths  from  respiratory  disease,  including  bronchitis 
and  lung  cancer.  On  the  vital  statistics,  the  health  of  the 
District  is  excellent. 

Little  comment  can  be  made  on  infectious  disease  in  a 
year  in  which  only  three  notifications  were  made.  There  was 
no  case  of  tuberculosis.  The  absence  of  measles  contributed 
to  the  low  level  of  notification,  but  an  important  factor  is 
the  preventive  work  carried  out  by  the  general  practitioners 
and  County  Council  staff  throughout  the  District.  The 
pattern  of  infectious  disease  has  changed  very  much  over 
the  years,  and  improved  housing  and  sanitation  have  played 
their  part. 

The  general  purpose  houses  at  Otterburn  were  com- 
pleted during  the  year,  and  five  houses  were  being  built  for 
old  people  in  Bellingham.  These  houses  should  be  more 
popular,  occupying  as  they  will  a small  site  on  the  main 
street  but  withdrawn  from  it,  and  being  in  an  attractive 
setting.  During  the  year  eight  further  houses  and  two  bung- 
alows for  old  people  at  Wark  were  approved,  and  consider- 
ation was  given  to  the  purchase  of  private  property  in 
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Bellingham  for  conversion.  These  schemes  will  provide  for 
the  needs  of  families  and  old  people  in  the  larger  commun- 
ities, and  the  improvement  of  older  property,  which  the 
Council  encourages,  is  the  best  method  of  providing  modern 
amenities  in  the  smaller  communities  and  keeping  them 
in  existence. 

The  Council  have  been  far-sighted  and  progressive  in 
the  provision  of  mains  water  and  sewage  disposal  facilities 
whenever  these  can  be  undertaken  at  reasonable  cost.  A 
scheme  to  supply  Knowesgate  with  mains  water  was  ap- 
proved during  the  year,  though  the  cost  per  house  was  high, 
but  no  further  extension  of  mains  supply  is  at  present  en- 
visaged. The  present  position  as  regards  the  distribution  of 
public  mains  water  is  given  in  the  Public  Health  Inspector's 
report.  The  Newcastle  & Gateshead  Water  Company,  as 
statutory  water  undertakers,  are  responsible  for  the  routine 
sampling  of  public  supplies,  and  take  any  necessary  action 
on  the  results  of  the  reports.  Samples  from  private  and 
proposed  supplies  are  taken  by  the  Health  Department,  and 
any  necessary  advice  is  given  on  technical  problems  should 
a result  be  unsatisfactory.  No  chemical  sampling  was  done 
during  the  year. 

The  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  at  Otter- 
burn  was  completed  in  1962,  and  progress  was  being  made 
with  the  Kirkwhelpington  scheme.  The  proposed  scheme  for 
the  village  of  Ridsdale  was  still  awaiting  Ministry  inquiry. 
A few  small  schemes  remain  to  be  undertaken,  after  which 
modern  sanitation  will  have  been  brought  to  every  sizeable 
community.  This  represents  a considerable  achievement 
in  such  a large  Rural  District. 

There  is  only  one  public  caravan  site  in  the  area,  the 
Lewisburn  Camping  Site  owned  by  the  Forestry  Commis- 
sion, and  it  might  well  be  a model  for  any  future  sites.  The 
few  individual  caravan  sites  present  little  problem. 

In  presenting  this  report,  I should  like  to  record  the 
continued  interest  of  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  in  the 
work  of  the  Health  Department,  and  the  helpful  co-oper- 
ation of  the  Clerk  and  other  officials.  I am  grateful  to  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  capable  service.

The  area  of  the  Bellingham  Rural  District  is  246,645 
acres. 

The  estimated  population  for  1962  is  5,380. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  on  31st  December, 
1962,  was  1,727  of  which  190  are  owned  by  the  Local 
Authority. 

The  sum  represented  by  a penny  rate  is  £332. 

The  rateable  value  is  £79,255. 


HEALTH  SERVICES 
Laboratory  Facilities 

Facilities  in  the  area  continue  to  be  provided  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Newcastle  General  Hospital, 
which  gives  an  efficient  service. 

Ambulance  Service 

The  local  ambulance  service  is  provided  for  the  County 
Council  by  the  Red  Cross,  and  a satisfactory  service  is  main- 
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tained.  In  addition  to  the  ambulance,  a car  service  is  avail- 
able for  suitable  cases  and  is  of  considerable  value  in  such  a 
large  district.  Since  the  passenger  train  service  was  dis- 
continued much  extra  mileage  has  been  run  to  allow  patients 
to  keep  hospital  appointments  and  to  allow  mothers  and 
children  to  attend  clinics,  but  the  use  of  the  service  appears 
to  have  stabilised  now. 

During  1961  a call  house  was  established  at  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society  ambulance  depot  in  Bellingham,  at  which 
requests  for  the  ambulance  car  service  are  received. 

Home  Nursing  and  Health  Visiting 

The  district  nurses  are  all  provided  with  cars  and  their 
nursing  work  continues  to  be  excellent.  In  spite  of  the 
difficulty  of  arranging  for  suitable  help  in  a country  district, 
the  Home  Help  Service  run  by  the  County  Council  continues 
to  function  satisfactorily.  The  County  Health  Visitors  work 
in  harmony  with  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  area  and 
do  much  valuable  work. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

Five  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres,  staffed  by 
the  County  Council,  operate  at  Bellingham,  Otterburn, 
Byrness,  Kielder  and  Wark.  Immunisation  against  diph- 
theria is  carried  out  at  these  centres  or  is  done  by  the  General 
Practitioner,  while  all  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the 
General  Practitioners.  The  demand  for  poliomyelitis  vaccin- 
ation has  been  met,  in  the  age  groups  eligible,  by  vaccination 
at  clinics  and  the  surgeries  of  family  doctors.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  31st  DECEMBER,  1962 


In  an  area  of  380  square  miles,  populated  by  some 
5,380  inhabitants,  equity  of  services  provided  by  the  Local 
Authority  presents  a challenge  in  that  of  policy  making 
and  administration. 

As  mentioned  in  1961,  before  real  progress  was  possible 
it  was  essential  that  concentration  should  devolve  upon  the 
basic  services  of  water  and  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
schemes.  The  Council  have  not  deviated  from  this  sound 
policy  over  the  last  thirteen  years,  which  has  made  possible, 
covering  the  main  settlement  groups,  the  extension  of 
housing  development  ; the  refurbishing  of  properties  with 
essential  amenities  of  hot  and  cold  water,  bath  and  water 
borne  conversions  ; and  what  is  more  important,  the  stand- 
ard of  living  conditions  has  been  greatly  enhanced.  When 
this  is  considered  in  the  light  of  increasing  costs  and  the 
necessity  of  importing  contractors  for  the  larger  capital 
schemes,  the  progress  made  is  all  the  more  commendable. 

The  corollary  of  this  policy  is  not  always  appreciated, 
namely,  as  the  services  extend  so  the  cost  of  maintaining 
such  services  must  inevitably  rise.  This  principle  presents 
one  of  the  imponderable  problems  of  a wide  and  scattered 
rural  area  of  246,645  acres,  affecting  services  provided  by 
the  local  authority.
